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SUMMARY OF EXEMPTIONS 
October 1, 2007 to September 30, 2008 


1 . In a single protocol, two baboons had multiple survival surgeries performed in a study of perinatal 
physiology and developmental pharmacology in the pregnant baboon. The lACUC approved the multiple 
surgery protocol based on scientific justification and an exemption was also granted by USDA. 

2. A protocol was approved for monkeys to tmdergo caloric restriction in a study on the effects of energy 
related peptides on reproductive hormone cycling. The lACUC approval was based on scientific justification. 
Four animals were used under this protocol during this reporting period. 

3. The lACUC granted permission to house gerbils and guinea pigs in the same room in the Institute of 
Comparative Medicine Central Animal Facility. The conditions of the space were adjusted to allow for this 
housing and a microisolator top is kept on each gerbil cage. The average daily census for this reporting period 
was 8 guinea pigs and 12 gerbils.
